1924, as compared with 4,139 deaths 
from all causes, it was shown in the 
annual report of the bureau of vital 
statistics, released Thursday by Dr.

Both births and deaths during the 
past year exceeded figures for the 
previous year, the report showed, as 
4,894 babies were born in 1923, in 
comparison with 3,951 deaths.

Kennedy's figures, was 22.13 per 1,000 
population, while figured on the same 
basis; the death rate was 18.19.

Justice McKenna, retired, seems to 
meet with general approval of the 
press throughout thé country. Be- 
fore his appointment to succeed 
Harry M. Daugherty, Justice Stone 


was dean of the law school at Co- 
lumbia university and entirely in- 
active in politics. He was a strong 
personal friend of President Cool- 
idge, having been an old college 
chum at Amherst.

It was as- 
sumed that such poisons accounted for, 
the serious or fatal illness which some- 
times occurred soon after eome such 
food as cheese, ice cream, fish, sausage 
or canned food had been eaten. Since 
that time. however, we have learned 
that nearly all the ptomaines are but 
feebly or not at all poisonous, and that 
the actual nature of the illness which | 
formerly passed as “ptomaine poison-| 
ing” is either some such mistake as 
the industrious housewife made in the 
case cited, or else one of the specific 
infectious diseases which are produced 
when the germs are present in the food 
consumed. Botulism is one such dis- 
ease—many cases of botulism have 
been ‘called “ptomaine poisoning” in 
the past, although no such factor is 
concerned in this disease.

_ Three weeks ago, the League of Na- 
tions narcotic conference here broke 
up in a wrangle in which Delegate 
Campbell, of India, led a smal! 
£roup of dissenters, who objected to 
the rigid American proposals for the 
eradication of the traffic in opium, 
Cocaine and similar harmful drugs. 

Sudden announcements have been 
made now in Great Britain, Holland 
and France that their respective del- 
egates to the abortive conference of 
December had been replaced by other 
men. This development led to the 
eonfident expectation of the confer- 
ence and indicates that America is 
to have her way. 


Delayed to January 19. 

The conference was to have re- 
sumed Monday, but a riding accident 
to Great Britain's new delegate, Lord 
Salisbury, has necessitated a post- 
ponement until January 19. Austen 
Chamberlain, British foreign  secre- 
tary, requested the delay Thursday. 

Salisbury’s appointment to repre- 
sent Great Britain is interpreted as 
indicative of a change in the British 
attitude which will. permit the adop- 
tion of the American 
program. 

Following the British announce- 
ment of this appointment, Holland 
announced that her former delegate, 
Van Wettum, would be replaced by 
the Dutch minister to Paris, Loudon. 
Simultaneously, France has announced 
that an unnamed foreign office offi- 
cial ‘would replace M. Bourgeois. 
Campbell is the greatest foe of the 
American proposals, and although no 
statement has been made relative io 
his status, the remo~al of the other 
obstructionist delegates indicates that 
he, too, will be absent when the con- 
ference reconvenes. 

U. 8S. Delegates Unofficial. 

This demonstration of American 
ability. to ‘influence the course of the 
league is all the more surprising, ow- 
ing to the fact that Representative 
Stephen G. Porter, of Pennsylvania, 
and Bishop Charles E. Brent, the 
chief American delegates, are really 
only invited guests to the league par- 
ley. A special invitation to partici- 
pate in the conference was extended 
to the United States. The conference 
began November 17, last.
